JOHN H. MALLON. 


Prominent among the wide-awake, enterprising and progressive business 
men of Pulaski county is John H. Mallon, a well-known merchant of Frances- 
ville. He is an important factor in business circles, and is public-spirited 
and thoroughly interested in whatever tends to promote the moral, social or 
material welfare of his town or county. 

A native of Pennsylvania, Mr. Mallon was born in Washington county 
December 16, 1838, a son of Neal and Bridget (Bradley) Mallon. The 
father, who was a native of Ireland, was a farmer, stone-mason and con- 
tractor by occupation, and built the first stone bridge for railroad purposes 
on the line of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. It was also one of the first 
stone railroad bridges in the United States, if not the very first. He wasa 
success{ul and prosperous business man, and at one time owned eight hun- 
dred acres of land in Pennsylvania. In 1842, with his family, he moved to 
Morgan county, Indiana, where he purchased two hundred acres of -land 
covered with a heavy growth of timber, and in the midst of the forest devel- 
oped a fine farm. He was one of the most prominent and influential citizens 
of his community, had the confidence and high regard of all who knew him, 


and held the office of township trustee. He died in Morgan county in ca 


at the age of fifty-two years, Of his children there were: Mary A., John.H 
Elizabeth, Rebecca, Isabelle, sae eh and Susannah. 
The subject of this sketch was only three has old when taken by his 
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parents to Morgan county, Indiana, where he received a good common-school 
education, and for three years he subsequently engaged in teaching school 
there. Later he followed farming and then mercantile pursuits, as a clerk in 
a store at Tuscola, Illinois, whither he went in 1864. The following year 
he came to Francesville and for about three years clerked for Samuel Reish- 
ling. He then embarked in general merchandising on his own account, as 
a member of the firm of Mallon & Daseke, but two years later succeeded to 
the entire business, which he has since conducted with marked success, hav- 
ing built up a large and profitable trade. In 1872 he erected a store build- 
ing at the corner where he now does business, but in 1893 it was destroyed by 
fice, together with a large portion of its contents. Ashe carried but light - 
insurance his loss was very heavy, amounting to ten thousand dollars. His 
present brick block, which is a modern structure, two stories in height, was 
built by himin 1899. He carries a large and well assorted stock of general 
merchandise, and as a reliable and conscientious business man he is meeting 
with well deserved success, receiving a liberal share of the public patronage. 
He is the oldest merchant in years of continuous business in Francesville, 
and“is widely known and highly respected by the entire community. Polit- 
ically he is a Prohibitionist; and socially is a prominent member of Monon 
Lodge, No. 208, F. & A. M., of Francesville, inwhich he has filled all the 
principal offices and has served as master for eleven years.

On the list of the honored pioneers of northern Indiana appears the name 
of Joseph J. Frederick, of Medaryville, who has long been prominently con- 
nected with the educational, agricultural and mercantile interests of this part 
of the state. He has been a most active factor in the substantial develop- 
ment and progress, and in all the walks of life his fidelity to duty and his 
trustworthiness have been so manifest as to win him the highest regard and 
confidence of his fellow townsmen. He taught the first school in the village 
of Medaryville, and is now one of its enterprising merchants. 

Mr. Frederick is of Welsh and German descent, and his people were 
early settlers of Kentucky. His grandparents, Joseph and Sarah Frederick, 
were early settlers of that state, and there reared their family of four 
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intended to advance the general good. The Enterprise now has a large cir- 
culation and good advertising patronage, and is meeting with gratifying 
success.

who were natives cf LEengiand. Their first home in this country was the 
birthplace of our subject, and for a few years the father was engaged in mer- 
chandising in that locality. In 1844 he came to this state, where he was a 
pioneer merchant for many years. At first he was located in Michigan Civ 
and afterward at New Durhain, his goods being transported from Michi.” 
City by team. Tor some three years he was a local minister, belonging i? 
the Northwestern Indiana Conference. His death occurred when he was !" 
his sixty-fifth year. His widow survived hima number of years, and passe" 
away at the age of seventy. Of their ten children only four are living. 

When he was two years old Cornelius Montford Horner was brought t 
Indiana, in which state he has since resided, identified with all movement 
which have tended to develop its resourees and foremost in the advecacy »! 
public improvements. Ile remained with his parents until he was a lad ct 
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about thirteen years, when he went to Pulaski county, Indiana, and there 
attended the common schools. At eighteen he started out to earn his own 

_ livelihood independently by renting a farm, and was obliged to go in debt for 
the one horse which he required on the place. He was very industrious, 

. working early and late, and during the winter season he taught school. He 
was aided in his earnest endeavors by his faithful wife, formerly Miss Mary 
E. Brewer, whom he married in 1860. He was soon enabled to purchase 
forty acres of land near Medaryville, but sold his property and removed his 
family to Francesville at the call of his country for defenders of the Union. 
He enlisted at the one-hundred-days call for troops, becoming a private of 
Company A, One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Indiana Volunteer Infantry. 
Before the expiration of his service in this regiment he re-enlisted in the One 
Hundred and [*ifty-first Indiana Volunteer Infantry, for a term of one year, 
and his service as thus continued extended to the close of the war. He par- 
ticipated in many important battles and engagements with the enemy, among 
others those of Stone river and Nashville. 

His patriotic duty completed, Mr. Horner returned to the peaceful 
vocations of life, and in 1865 came to Monon, where he has since been 
-mumbered among the valued citizens of the place. © Here he opened a 
smal! general store, increased its capacity from time to time, and built 
up a large and remunerative business, which he continued to conduct 
until 1894. In 1885 he built a fine, substantial brick business blocl, and 
:in 1892 he established the Monon Bank. Makine many fortunate invest- 
mente in land and in various enterprises, Mr. llorner has steadily grown 
in prosperity, and now pays more taxes than any two other men in the 
county. In addition to his local interests he owns property in Decatur, 
Illinois, to the value of thirty thousand dollars; has.two large business 
blocks in Des Moines, Iowa, valued at about fifty thousand dollars; and prop- 
erty in Kansas, Illinois and various Indiana counties. 

Unto Mr. and Mrs. Horner have been born two children, who are yet 
living: William C., who is a cashier in his father’s bank, and Emina [°., wife 
of W. J. Hinkle, of Monon. In 1873 Mr. Horner married Miss Lucy J.

Section 4 of the Act of May 1, 1920, provides: That the widow of any person who served in tho Army, Navy, or Marino Corps of 
the United States during the Civil War for ninety days or more, and was honorably discharged from such service, or regardless of the 
length of service, was discharged for or dicd in servico of a disability incurred in the service and in the line of duty, such widow having 
been married to such soldicr, sailor, or marine prior to the 27th day of June, 1905,-shall bo entitled to and shall be paid a pension at the 
rate of $30 per month; and any widow as mentioned in this section, shall also bo paid $6 per month for cach child of such officer or 
enlisted man under tho age of sixteen ycars;

P. and Richard B. 

Richard B. Bryant was born October 16, 
1835, in Clay township, one mile cast of Amo. 
He enlisted at Gosport, Owen county, Ind., 
November 1, 1861, in company B, Vifty-ninth 
regiment Indiana infantry, as a private, and 
served thirteen months. He marricd in 1863, 
October 20, Abigail Newman, daughter of 
John and Mary (Blair) Newman. Mr. New- 
man was one of the pioncers of the county, 
from North Carolina. Mr. Bryant settled in 
Stilesville and engaged in the drug business for 
three years, and then came to Coatsville, in 
1874, and engaged in the drug business, which 
he continued fifteen years, and is now retired. 
He was very successful, and owns a farm of 
too acres. Mr. and Mrs. Bryant have seven 
children: Greeley W., Mary, Henry O., Robert, 
Rose, Laura and Clara. 


EV. URBAN COOPER BREWER, 
of Danville, springs from sturdy Ger- 
man and English stock, who sought 
Virginia long before the Revolution. 

William Brewer, the grandfather of our subject, 
was a native of Culpeper county, Va., who 
setted in Randolph county, N. C., and 
married Elizabeth Cavaness. Mr. Brewer 
finally came from North Carolina to Morgan 
county, Ind., in 1832, and was one of the 
pioneers of this county, where he died. He 
was the father of seven children: John C. 
Brewer, father of our subject, was born in 1817 
in Randolph county, and came with his father 
to Indiana when a boy. He married Mary E. 
Wilhite, daughter of Noah and Polly (Williams)

Wilhite. John C. Brewer’remained in Mor- 
gan county until 1857, when he moved to 
Pulaski county, Ind., He was the father 
of ten children, Urban C. being the eldest. 
The Rev. Urban C. Brewer was born January 
27, 1837, in Morgan county, Ind., at 
Minerva. He was educated for the law and y 
graduated at New York city in 1862. He 
had early studied for the ministry and was or- 
dained at Indianapolis in June, 1860. He 
returned to Indiana in October, 1862, and for 
two years retired to his farm in Pulaski county. 
In 1870 he came to Danville and was pastor 


-of the Christian church for four years, and 


then went to Greensburg and was pastor of a 
Christian church there two years, and in 1878. 
went to Indianapolis and was pastor of the 
Central church until 1881, and then returned 
to Danville and was pastor-of his old charge 
for three years, and since that has had charge 
of the different churches in Flendricks county, 
viz: Plainficld, Brownsburg, Pittsboro, Liz- 
ton, North Salem and Clayton, and in 1890 
was elected auditor of Hendricks county for 
four years, a position which he still fills. In 
politics he is a republican. Fraternally he isa 
member of Silcox lodge, I. O. O. F., of Dan- 
ville. He marricd in 1886, October 11, Emma 
H., daughter of Dudley P. and Amelia (Greg- 
ory) Hall, of Lyndon, Vermont. To Rev. and 
Mrs. Brewer seven children have been born: 
Evangeline, Albert, Clarence,. Charles, Mary 
A., Hall and Ruth. 


R. JOHN A. OSBORNE, of New
